with the consent and approval of th*'Gover­ 
nor; M id Superintendent shall be clothed’with 
the same low ers as were provided for by the 
amendment offered tty the Senator (rom the 
Eleventh (Mr. Ray).

largo practical experience, aud is to have en­ 
tire control and management of the construc­ 
tion of (be new Capitol, aud is to take tim 
place of the present Su|H.*rintendetit so far as 
Hie construction of the building is concerned, 
subject to removal by the Governor on suffi­ 
cient charges.

Dix has made 
one of the best executives the state ever had 
upou the whole no sane nun will dispute. 


An exciuuge on hearing that the grave of 
Edgar A. Poe is in a disgracefully shabby 
condition, remarks that this is the case with 
the majority of the graves of oar famous men 
who happened to die poor. Then it pleads 
for cemeteries or for a cemetery consecrated 
to the interment of the great and renowned. 
We hope some step will be taken towards 
showing a better respect to the resting places 
of our departed generals and authors, but 
should object except as a last resort, to a 
Westminster Abbey fashion of herding them 
together. Posthumous aristocracy is not to 
our taste nor in accord with our national 
spirit. 
We have no space to make more than mere 
mention of the speech of Mr. Schurz at the 
Sumner memorial meeting in Boston 011 Wed 
nesday night. It was in every- way worthy of 
the man and the occasion. 
Probably few 
finer eulogistic orutions have ever been pro 
nounced; and indeed it could not have beeu 
less than it was, except upon the supposition 
that the power to do a great tiling did not re 
side iu Mr. Schurz. The subject, the audi­ 
ence, the associations clustering thickly around 
the city in which the speaker sto d, all coin 
bined to inspire the orator and bear him lo 
lofty heights. When Mr. Schurz’s remarks 
are published in pamplet (ortn, as they un 
doubtedly will lie, a copy should be obtained 
and preserved for the compact history they 
give of an epocli in our national life and the 
loving and yet not extravagant estimate they 
make of a conspicuous figure of the last thirty 
years 


search of the leaders, never more needed than 
then. Mr. Weed was soon captured and made 
to understand by a few hurried words the sit­ 
uation inside; the eloquent and iritprcssible 
Beebe was notified and casting from his broad 
bosom the embers of bis conflagrated newspa­ 
per office, he rus'ued to the scene of danger 
like the vermilion-tinted Tecumseh with toma­ 
hawk brandished high in the startled air.

Beebe, altogether ignoring whatever obli­ 
gations be may have been under to the Col­ 
onel 011 account of tlmt splendid edition of 
Sliakspeare, fell upon him with extreme ver­ 
bal violence, his newly-accepted diamond 
breastpin flashing with purp, sympathetic 
wratb. Drawing upon his remembrance of 
the graphic cartoons of a deceased artist, Mr. 
Beebe said that the pencil of Hogarth could 
not delineate in five minutes all the monstros­ 
ities of the “ dragon fresh from hell.” 
Ttie storm was more than mere flesh and 
blood could endure; Bliss, infelicimus, fled 
from before it, and the unhappy slaves of the 
Ring couched in sequestered corners, trem­ 
bling in every limb. The end was not far off; 
quieter counsels prevailed and the Colonel 
withdrew his motion and the Police bill went 
by itself to the Committee of the Whole. We 
congratulate the Legislature on the immense 
pressure of virtue it can get up on so short 
notice,and feel easier than we did as to the fu­ 
ture salvation of all men. But the reaction 
must have been pa inful Indeed, as reactions 
from unnatural excitements and stretches of 
sentiment are apt to be.

Many a long century ago certain wise men, 
whom we learn all about in the quaint old 
story, started on a journey toward the East in 
puisuitof an indefinite locality indicated in a 
general way by a guiding star.

A lb a n y, April 30, 1874. 
E ditor Freeman:—The two Houses met at 
9 a. m. this morning—and are now in the 
throes of dissolution. The session yesterday 
was a sharp one and as it ran far into Ihe 
night (12 1*. m. ) the House had a Chance to 
dispose of many bills and push unfinished bus­ 
iness into a close corner. It also gave the 
diflerent Conference Committees a chance to 
agree, or to agree to disagree. It was rumor­ 
ed at 11p.m. last evening that the supply 
Dill would be reported by the Joint Conference 
Committee, but the programme wasn’t carried 
out—if indeed any such purpose Was really 
desired by the majority. The fact that the 
Governor manifested in his message a proper 
desire to obtain possession of this bill a few 
hours at least before the adjournment, seems 
to have alarmed the majority, lest it receive a 
veto ¡if time lo have that veto comp into the 
House—ere members could scamper away. — 
It is a singular fact, one not to be overlooked, 
that it seems to matter but very little whether 
the season is a long or short one, that bill is 
ucver prepared and sent to the Governor 
until the very last moment—too late always 
to permit a veto. Last year the early morn­ 
ing hours of the last day found us- squabbling 
over this bill, and this year, when the session 
is a month shorter, the last thing will be the 
supply hill.* And what a farce it is to be sure. 
A Joint Conference Committee on the bill for 
what? To what end, when the result proves 
that the very items over which a solemn disa­ 
greement between the two Houses- is had, a 
ready made conference committee becomes 
too weak in the back to insist upon such a 
thing, for instance, as tho abolition of that 
mixed new Capitol Com misión. But it only 
serves to prove my position, that neither po­ 
litical party really desires to do the right 
thing on this subject. It is a “ring” and job­ 
bery is going on, carefully protected. Inves­ 
tigations are a farce, and when eur tax-payers 
come to foot that $20,000,000 Í ! ! for a build­ 
ing that shonld cost but $8,000,000, they may 
find that these legislators “gamble all day to 
cheat the people, and gamble ail night to 
rob each other.” 
This business lias got to be a sort of Kem­ 
ble business, where the rule of addition, divi­ 
sion and silence governs. We are told that 
no brick are good for this building excej>t 
those from the neighborhood of Poekskill, and 


so on tbrou J i !'ao whole business. The a!- 
loged reasou is that there is no “silicate” in 
bricks north of the Highlands. Silicate is the 
geological name given it, but some interpret 
the word to mean something else. I hope 
the curtain may drop on the “investigation” 
farces on this subject, and that the next Leg­ 
islature will act upon the ssbject independent 
of some packed Conference Committee 
We are awaiting the action of that new 
Joint Conference Committee on that Acade­ 
mic item in the appropriation bill, Mr. Miller 
standing firm against the item, and as one 
committee could not agree, another was nec- 
cessary. The compulsory education bill pass­ 
ed the Senate yesterday and will become a 
law, but like an act passed somewhere about 
1853, I reckon it will not be euforced. I hard­ 
ly know what to say of the record nude by 
this Legislature. It surely has not been a 
magnetic one in any seiqje. On no subject 
has it aroused the attention of the people; iu 
fact it lias been a session of a negative char­ 
acter. It has beea sensitively silent 011 the 
subject of exempting bonds and mortgages, 
and upon that of taxation that so much heeds 
a remedy, while rapid transit schemes have 
occupied much lime, aud the result is by no 
means satisfactory. 
Tho abortive effort to remedy street clean­ 
ing in New York is on a par with like and 
previous investigations. Add to this the po­ 
litical job put through the House in defiance 
of the rules to-day and yesterday giving Mayor 
Havemeyer the power to qualitledly till certain 
vacancies in the police board, and it really 
seems as though we were going backward in 
municipal “ reform ” instead of forward. 
The railway lobbyists were hare in fotce 
again this week, and Dan Conover’s Cham­ 
ber street bill as well as “ Awful” Gar­ 
dner's warehouse scheme went through. We 
shall see what Gov. Dix will do with these 
bills. One bill was not forgotten, viz. the one 
prohibiting railroad companies from issuing 
frPe pasíes—it being Slaughtered without so 
much as a bah ! Eveuts crowd themselves 
upon the diary in rapid succession, which uc 
counts for my attending to that academic 
item again. The Conference committee has 
agreed—aud the item of $125,000 is stricken 
out. It is a big victory for Warner Miller, 
who will don the toggery of tho victorious 
chieftain aud dance round the camp fires of 
the Professors, and when the D D’s dream the 
manly form and features of Miller will appear 
to them as did the ghost of Bauque to Mac­ 
beth. 1 am reliably informed at this moment 
that, your members and Senator have been 
successful iu retaining that Hummel and that 
law library item. Mr. Snyder pushed that 
Esopus creek fish bill through yesterday, but 
it is doubtful whether the House will reach it 
ere it adjourns. The supply bill has just pass­ 
ed the Senate (11 a. m.) and the Hummel aud 
law library items are retained. The Roscn- 
dale Savings Bank bill as well as the Ulster 
Seminary bill have passed .\nd will go to the 
Governor. It falls to Suiith Weed (Dam.) to 
offer a resolution of thanks for Speaker llns- 
led's action, and Mr. Beebe is now making 
very complimentary speech 011 the resolution 
aud Mr. Aivord will follow. 
I learn that the Conference Committee on 
the supply bill agreed lo recommend that the 
present new Capitol Superintendent (McAl 
pine) be removed within thirty days and a 
new oue appointed by the commissioners with 
the approval of the Governor. The Superin 
tendent to have entire charge of the building 
The bad feature is, as I have said, the retain 
ing of the mixed commission. 
I learn also 
that Mr. Bridgeford will stand a good chance 
to be made Superintendent. The report of the 
Conference Committee on the supply bill was 
adopted in botli houses without reading or 
delate, which is some evidence tint very im 
portant legislation can go on here aud but few 
know it. 
The Senate just before 12 o’clock was com 
pelled l*> send down a concurrent resolution 
asking an extension of the hour for final ad 
jonrnment until 3 p . m., the pressure to pass 
bills on tiie table being too severe to permit a 
scamper at 12 m. The House agreed and the 
Brooklyn delegation fell to fighting over 
Worth’s motion to push his Brooklyn amend­ 
ed charter through. 
Query. Which Police 
Commissioner in New York city offered—di­ 
rectly or indirectly—Mr. Braman, a member 
front Albany county, $500 to keep a certain 
bill in the Committee 011 cities?

TIIE SUPPLY BILL. 
Mr. WOOD, from the Committee of Con­ 
ference on the supply bill, submitted a report 
which was adopted. 
In presenting tho re­ 
port Mr. Wood explained the result of the 
conference as fellows: 
Mr. WOOD said: In relation to the Asylums 
and Reformatories, the Committee * have 
agreed substantially upon tho amendments 
which were adopted in the Senate, except 
t'iut I have redrawn them and made them 
fuller. 
It provides that the Governor shall 
appoint a superintending builder to take 
charge of tho asylums, at Buffalo, Middle­ 
town and Poughkeepsie, and also tho Reform­ 
atory at Elmira, leaving to him the entire 
control and management of the construction 
of tho buildings, he taking the place of the 
building commissioners or" managers, aud be­ 
ing clothed with tho whole powers hitherto 
possessed by them, so far as the construction 
of tiie buildings is concerned, subject to re­ 
moval by tho Governor at any time for cause. 
In relation to the new Capitol, the committee 
have agreed upon this compromise: The pres­ 
ent Superintendent is to be removed within 
thirty days and another nominated by the 
Commissioners, and to bo appointed by and 
with the consent and approval of the Gover­ 
nor; said Superintendent shall be clothed’witli 
tho same (lowers as were provided for by the 
amendment offered by the Senator from the 
Eleventh (Mr. Ray), tie is to bo a man of 
large practical experience, and is to bave en­ 
tire control and management of the construc­ 
tion of the new Capitol, and is to take the 
place of the present Superintendent so far as 
the construction of the building is concerned, 
subject to removal by the Governor on suffi­ 
cient charges. The appointment of the officer 
to fill the vacancy is to be made in the same 
way as in the first instance. There is nothin, 
in the amendments providing how the pa£ 
incuts shall be made, but of course they will 
be made by the Superintendent, upou vouch­ 
ers. We have appropriated to the new Cap! 
tol $1,000,000. 
In relation to tho inquiry as regards the 
new Capitol investigation, i will say that the 
committee have not concluded the* investiga 
lion. Information which wo called for from 
tho architect over six weeks ago, has not been 
furnished, lie was asked to show what alter­ 
ation had been made in -the plans after they 
hail beea adopted, in order that wo might as­ 
certain what additional expense was incurred 
by these alterations. There is aho- a largo 
field that has not been traversed. The testi­ 
mony is very voluminous comprising one 
thousand pages. It. lias but just been printed, 
and very lew have had an opportunity to read 
more than ten pages. 
In relation to the architect or course the 
power conferred upon the Superintendent 
gives him the employment of every subordi­ 
nate of every name and nature. We did not 
remove the present Commissioners of the Asy­ 
lums and oilier institutions, and for this rea 
son: I 11 all cases, except one, the present 
commissioners are the managers of the insti 
tutionS when completed; therefore, we trans 
ferred the building power from the commis­ 
sioners to a new superintendent.

Waltz had Ernst’s re­

His intentions, doubtless, were to get tho re­ 
volver and force his way out. 
The news of the tragedy spread, anJ the in 
tensest excitement cusued.

TMK SCAFFOLD TO BE USED. 


Upon entering the county jail there is ujnm 
the right, on the first floor, two cella, Waltz 
being incarcerated in tim first one. 
Directly 
over these, on the second floor,are two corres­ 
ponding cells, about eighteen feet square, und 
thirteen feet high. 
The one on tim northwest 
corner of the building is vacant, and is tim 
one in which three executions havo taken 


place. 
Directly in the center of the wall over­ 
head Is a hole about an inch iu diameter, 


through which is suspended a rope, and is all 
that can be seen in the cell of tim execu­ 
tioner’s paraphernalia, except a small coni 
used to spring the lever. 
Iii the attic is the 


gallows, which is a very simple piece of 


mechanism, composed of a lever on a fulcrum, 
and reminds one of the old-fashiotm I well- 
sweep occasionally seen in the country. 
On 
this lever is attached heavy weights, which 


when raised and iii position, are about three 
fest from the floor*and are held by a swingiii 
latch of wood, from which runs a cord on 
pullies to the cell below for tho use of the exe 
cutioner. 
When in readiness the cord detach 
es the wooileu latch, tho weights fall to the 
floor upon u straw tick, and the object iqiou 
the short end of the lever is jerked upward 
about three’feet and falls with the recoil of the 
slack rojm.

T h e Oro t r u i n g of fcr. Dent o n. 
We lim! the following particulars of tho 
drowning of Anthony Y. Denton in tim New­ 
burgh Journal of Wednesday afternoon: 
At twenty-five minutes past six o'clock this 
morning, Mr. Anthony Y. Denton, of the 
Town of Gardiner, Ulster county, wa3 drowned 
in the river at Homer Ramsdell A Co.’s wharf. 
It seems that Mr. Denton, who was a pa3sen- 
ger on the barge Charles Spear on her up 
trip last night, was assisting two ladies ashore 
from the barge at the time stated, they wish­ 
ing to take tho early train on the Branch. 
In 
one hand Im held the carpetbag belonging to 
one of the ladies, and with the other he was 
helping one of them down the gang plank. 
While so engaged, he from some unknown 
cause, probably a sudden gust of wind, fell 
over into the water between the boat and 
the dock, never reappearing above tim surface 
again until brought up a corpse. 
Zacli. Mastcn, clerk of the burge, saw the 
accident, and at once gave the alarm of “man 
overboard." 
In less than one ininuto the 
men were in the barge’s boat, and in three 
minutes and a half they had Mr. Denton out 
of .the water. 
Every eflort that could be 
made was made to resuscitate him, but all to 
no avail. 
Doctors Wiggins and Church were sum 
moned, and rejponded in a few minutes, but 
the unfortunate man was past medical aid 
No signs of life were observed from the limo 
the body was taken from the water.

down crosswise of the boards to keep them 
more firmly in place. 
To give eflective weight 
he had bent one end double, stuffing slips or 


paper under the piece thus bent down, so 


that it would not make a noise in striking by 


bitting against the handle piece. 
All ran to Ernst, leaving Waltz to himself 
for the time, and carried him out into aiiwther 
room, locking after them the inner cell door, 
which had not been broken. 
Three physi­ 
cians were brought to the jail within a few 
minutes, mid their first cursory examination 
convinced them that Ernst could not live. He 
had been hit five limcs.with dreadful force, 
every stroke fracturing the stall. 
He did not 
speak after his hurt, but bis stalwartness 


fought off death for a long time. 
When Ernst 
went into the cell he had a revolver in his 
pocket. 
Somebody thought of that after the 
first shock of excitement had passM away, 
and a search showed that Waltz had taken it. 


To enter the cell aud capture this weapon was 
tho next necessity. 
Sherif! Coonley, jailor 
Olmstead and Harry Edwards opened

door suddenly aud seized Waltz, who had not 
changed his crouching position.

the revolver upon him, but be had made no

Resolved, That w# as citizen# of Kingston 
protest against the desecration of the Subbath 
by the sale of intoxicating beverages ort this 
day, and demand that the law prohibiting such 
sate be rigidly enforced. 
Resolved, That, as lovers of good order, of 
sound morals and the pubiio welfare, we urg­ 
ently call upon the Excise Board to grant no 
licenses to sell such beverages to any |>ersoti 
whatsoever, except such as apply in good 
faith for a license to keep an " inn, tavern or 
hotel,*' and showing that lie baa the accommo­ 
dations necessary for an establishment of this 
ktnd, such as the law prescribes and de­ 
mands. 
Resolved, That as all persons who violate 
the excise laws are liable to arrest for such vi­ 
olations and would lie arrested, if Sheriffs or

FIRST DISPATCH. 
H udson, April 30. 
A special telegram received at 3:30 this 
afternoon, says Waltz made & desperate at­ 
tempt to escape to-day, by striking his keeper, 
Officer Ernst, with an iron, on the left side of 
hi3 head, crushing in his skull. It wa3 some 
time after the horrible act before the deed 
was discovered. George Oluey, with a report­ 
er, went to see Waltz. He called for Ernst, 
and no answer being returned, they looked 
through the cell door and saw him lying on 
the floor uuconscious. The alarm was given 
and the cell entered. Waltz had Ernst’s re­ 
volver, which was taken from him and he se­ 
cured. 
Ernst probably will not survive 
his wounds. 
The physicians are doing 
all that can be done for him, but it is feared 
he cannot live. 
Tliero is intense excitement in the village, 
and loud threats of hanging the vile wretch. 
The following despatch was sent at once to 
the Governor,signed by many citizens: “Stop 
action on auy petition for the respite of Waltz; 
the feeling of the citizens is the law should 
take its course.'' 
* 
LATER. 
Catskill, April 30—3:45 P. M. 
An attack is now being made on tbe 
jail, and tbe excitement Iias reached fever 
heat. There is imminent danger that the jail 
will bo razed, and the prisoner hanged to the 
nearest tree, so determined are the excited 
populace on summary vengeance. 
LATER. 
Catskill, April 30—9 r. m. 
About 2 o’clock officer Charles Ernst went 
into the cell of Joseph Waltz, when Waltz 
sprung upon and struck him with a bar of 
iron torn from the floor over his head, mash­ 
ing Ernst's head to a jelly. The weapon is 
about eighteen iuches long, two broad and 
thick as boiler iron, making a terrible instru­ 
ment. Ernst entered '.he cell alone, carefully 
locking the outer door, and the tragedy was 
first known by groans from tho wounded man, 
when the door was burst open and Ernst was 
found insensible and Waltz sulky at bay, with 
Ernst’s loaded revolver in hiif possession. See­ 
ing the Sheriff with a large posse at hia back, 
Waltz gave up the revolver and surrendered. 
His intentions, doubtless, were to get tbe re­ 
volver and force bis way out. 
The news of the tragedy spread, and the in- 
tensest excitement ensued. Threats of lyn ch- 
iug were freely made, and tho crowd gathered 
at the jail; but a strong force of deputies 
were on duty, and such attempt was frustra­ 
ted. To night the streets are erowded with 
excited people, aud there is a universal senti­ 
ment of execration of Waltz. Ernst is still 
jiving, though insensible, with surgeons doing 
all that is possible; but there is not the faint­ 
est hope of recovery. His skull is all in 
pieces, and the brain exposed. The execution 
of Waltz takes place at 10 o’clock to-morrow.

ARRIVAL OF TROOPS. 
Catskill, April 30.-9:30 p. m. 
Two companies of troops from Albauy have 
just arrived. The jail is strongly guarded, 
and though excitement is intense everything 
is orderly. Ernst is still breathing, but evi­ 
dently dying. Tho village is crowded with 
people from elsewhere, and tho influx to-mor­ 
row will be tremendous. 
Preparations for 
the cxecutiou are all complete, and the senti­ 
ment in Catskill is universally in favor of not 
postponing it a second.

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
Catskill, April 30. 
Ernst still being in the cell with Waltz, the 
Sheriff aud several others sat in the office 
across the hall. 
They heard a low groan. 
The Sheriff' ran to tho door of tho cell, which 
was locked on the inside and called out, 
“Charley, Charley.” Thera was no answer. 
“I guess il’s only Joe!” Looking in at the 
grated opening they saw blood on the floor. 
“My God, Charley is murdered,” cried jailor 
Olmstead, and bo ran for a bar with which to 
force open the door. This was done with a few 
hard blows, and tho Knot of startled men en­ 
tered. In a corner cowering to tho floor in 
his usual groveling attitude they saw Waltz 
mumbling and growling. In another corner 
out of sight from tho door lay Ernst with 
great spots of blood on and around him. 
Tools of blood on the floor had been covered 
with newspapers,and the lounge was smeared. 
Tbe poor fellow’s head had boon beaten in 
with a bar of iron that then lay on the floor. 
This bar was about two feet long, two inches 
wide, anil quite thin. Waltz had pulled it up 
from the floor, where it had been screwed 
down crosswiso of the boards to keep them 
more firmly in place. To give effective weight 
he had bent one end double, stuffing slips oí 
paper under the piece thus bent down, so 
that it would not make a noise in striking by 
hitting against the handle piece. 
All ran to Ernst, leaving Waltz to himself 
for the time, and carried him out into another 
room, locking after them the inner cell door, 
which had not been broken. Three physi­ 
cians were brought to the jail within a few 
minutes, and tlieir first cursory examination 
convinced tbern that Ern3t could not live. He 
had been hit five timcs.with dreadful force, 
every stroke fracturing the skull. He did not 
speak after his hurt, but his stalwartness 
fought off death for a long time. When Ernst 
went into the cell he had a revolver in his 
pocket. Somebody thought of that after the 
first shock of excitement had passed away, 
and a search showed that Waltz had taken it. 
To enter the cell aud capture this weapon was 
the next necessity. Sheriff Coonley, jailor 
Olmstead and Harry Edwards opened the 
door suddenly and seized Waltz, who had not 
changed his crouching position. They found 
the revolver upon him, but he had made no 
attempt to U3c it, and only muttered incoher­ 
ently while they chained him on his bed. 
The new effort for a reprieve had roused 
much indignation, and the news of the mur­ 
der cf Em3t found a throng of already excited 
people in Main street. It spread with such 
exciting effect that their numbers were at 
ouce augmented by men and boys from all 
directions. 
THREATS OF LYNCHING. 
“ Jefl ” Davis, a merchant known to every­ 
body in the throng, stood on tbe steps of his 


store and called upon them to go to the jail 
and hang Waltz. “ Dix may reprieve tbe 
damned wretch, und we ought to make a fin­ 
ish of lam now. Who’ll get a rope?” A yell 
from the multitude, which embraced mer­ 
chants, professional men, laborers and people 
of every social grade, incited Davis to renewed 
efforts at organizing a lynching crowd. A 
few moments later “ Bub” Comfort, a carpen­ 
ter, came up excited with a long rope coiled 
around his arm. He shook it over his head 
and shouted, “Come on, boys, let’s lynch him; 
let’s do our duty.” The jail is an old-fashioned, 
two-story building; half of it is fitted up in 
prison fashion, and the other half used by the 
jailor for a residence. It stands on a sidehill 
five blocks from Main street. The mob, 
under a fever of excitement, followed 
Davis aud Comfort through the narrow streets 
and up the steep ascent. When they got to 
the jail they thronged the steps, splashed each 
other by their reckless treading in the deep 
mud, aud shouted, “ Hang him 1 hang him 1 ” 
They found the massive door firmly locked. 
The physicians and two or three newspaper 
men were insido with the dying man. “ Break 
down the door 1 ” shouted many; but that was 
not an easy thing to do. “ Send for a crow­ 
bar” was more feasible advice, and it was 
promptly acted upon. Billy Mason, a lusty 
leader of the mob, ran off for the needed ar­ 
ticle, and while he was away the waiting 
lynchers showered stones and mud through the 
windows and into Waltz’s cell. To get a bet­ 
ter aim they climbed up on a shed across the 
narrow street, and threw from there. The 
window was soon free of its glass, and Waltz’s 
growls and curses from tbe inside were an­ 
swered by howls from the impatient throng 
without. But all efforts to break in failed, 
and they were obliged to abandon tbe at­ 
tempt. 
THE EXECUTION TO-DAY. 
Catskill, 9:30 I*. M. 
Waltz will be executed to-day at 10 o’clock. 
the scaffold to be used. 
Upon entering the county jail there is upon 
the right, on the first fioor, two cells, Waltz 
beiug incarcerated in tho first one. Directly 
over these, on the sedbnd floor,are two corres­ 
ponding cells, about eighteen feet square, and 
thirteen feet high. The one on the northwest 
corner of the building is vacant, and is tho 
one in which three executions have taken 
place. Directly in the center of the wall over­ 
head is a hole about an incli in diameter, 
through which is suspended a rope, and is all 
that can be seen in the cell of the execu­ 
tioner's paraphernalia, except a 3inall cord 
used to spring the lever. In the attic is the 
gallows, which is a very simple piece of 
mechanism, composed of a lever on a fulcrum, 
and reminds one of the old-fashiousd well- 
sweep occasionally seen in the country. On 
this lever is attached heavy weights, which, 
when raised and in position, are about three 
feet from the floor'and are held by a swinging 
latch of wood, from which runs a cord on 
pullies to the cell below for the use of the exe­ 
cutioner. When in readiness the cord detach­ 
es tbe wooden latch, the weights fall to the 
floor upon a straw tick, and the object upon 
the short end of the lever is jerked upward 
about three'feet and falls with the recoil of the 
slack rope. 
, 
WALTZ UPBRAIDED BY IIIS VICTIM’S WIFE. 
Mrs. Hulcbcr, widow of the murdered scis­ 
sors grinder readied Catskill to-night, visited 
Waltz in his cell, and violently upbraided him. 
He maintained a stolid indifference. 


A Remarkable Case. 
A day or two ago a lad at Fort Montgomery 
attempted to gain access to the ice house at 
that place. Ho climbed the elevator and crept 
in through a sliding. Ho stepped on what he 
supposed to be the platform, but it was a 
board, resting almost on nothing. It gave 
way aud ho was precipitated to the layer of 
ice below, a distance of thirty-six feet, where 
he lay unconscious for nearly forty-eight hours. 
When his senses came to him he found that 
both feet were frozen, but no bones broken. 
Nearly dead, lie dragged along over tbe ice to 
the side of the house, where, with a piece of 
board, lie kept rapping against the siding till 
assistance arrived, and he was rescued. It is 
feared that one of his feet will have to be am­ 
putated.—Po'keepsie Eagle. 


A Handsome Wagón» 
J. M. Mayer, whose shops aro on Mill street, 
has lately completed a very handsome wagon 
for George Weber, a brewer at No. 46 Third 
avenue, Albany. The vehicle is intended for 
the delivery of bottled beer and has a station­ 
ary top with a wire screen across the rear end. 
The wood work is of very skillful workman­ 
ship, as is also the ironing. The painting was 
done by Otto Soil, aud it is very neatly execut­ 
ed. The running part is white picked out in 
imitation of gold; tho box is blue ai;d bull 
with gilt scroll work aud very handsomely let­ 
tered with the owner’s name and address. 
Mr. Weber,for whom the wagon was construct­ 
ed and to whom it was shipped on Thursday, 
was formerly a resident oí Rondout. 
At the same shops a wagon is being built 
for Staudachor, tbe brewer in this city, which 
will have the heaviest set of spriugs on it of 
any wagon ever made in this county. 


A Hoaltliy Opposition. 
In regard to the new savings bank uptown, 
nothing will be done towards permanently or­ 
ganizing until Senator Connelly is relieved of 
his duties at Albauy. Oue of the director» 
has informed our reporter that tbe bank will 
not be located in any other bank or any other 
bank building, but will bo an Independent in­ 
stitution in every respect. This bank will be 
a great favorite with the people, many of 
whom are anxiously awaiting the time when 
they can show that friendship by something 
more substantial than talk. 
This organization will go far towards break­ 
ing up the monopoly on Wall street, that each 
year is making itself more obnoxious to the 
public by playing into the hands of a few indi­ 
viduals, who, by making a sort of family mat­ 
ter of the concern, cau do pretty much as they 
like, notwithstanding the laws on our statute 
books. One thing is certain: the managers 
of the Ulster Couuty Savings Institution aro 
greatly troubled about the well-doing of this 
new concern, whieh shows there is something 
more than smoke; and also show3 who is 
afraid of being burned by the fire.

Tint Drowning of )Vr. Benton. 
We find the following particulars of the 
drowning of Anthony Y. Denton in the New­ 
burgh Journal of Wednesday afternoon: 
At twenty-five minutes past six o’clock this 
morning, Mr. Anthony Y. Denton, of the 
Town of Gardiner, Ulster county, was drowned 
in the river at Homer Ramsdell <fc Co.’s wharf. 
It seems that Mr. Decton, who was a passen­ 
ger on the barge Charles Spear on her up 
trip last night, was assisting two )adie3 ashore 
from the barge at the time stated, they wish­ 
ing to take the early train on the Branch. In 
one hand he held the carpet bag belonging to 
one of the ladie3, and with the other he was 
helping one of them down the gang plank. 
While so engaged, lie from some unknown 
cause, probably a sudden gust of wind, fell 
over into the water between the boat and 
the dock, never reappearing above the surface 
again until brought up a corpse. 
Zach. Masten, clerk of the barge, saw the 
accident, and at once gave the alarm of “man 
overboard.” 
In less than oue minute the 
men were in the barge’s Boat, and in three 
minutes and a half they had Mr. Denton out 
of .the water. 
Every effort that could be 
made was made to resuscitate him, but all to 
no avail. 
Doctors Wiggins and Church were sum­ 
moned, and responded in a few minutes, but 
the unfortunate man was past in#dical aid. 
No signs of life were ob*crvod from the time 
the body was taken from the water. 
Deceased was a very highly respected resi­ 
dent of Ulster county, about sixty-on* years 
of age and in comfortable circumstances. He 
leaves a wife and four children. 
Mra. Nicoll 
of this city is a sister.and ho was a relative 
of tho Denton family at Goshen. He was al­ 
so a relative by marriage of John Schoonma- 
ker, Esq., of this city. Mr. Denton went to 
New York Monday night on the barge Charles 
Spear. 
Coroner Asaph R. Wright was summoned 
and held an inquest at eight o’clock this 
morning. Tho following citizens composed 
the jury: William Lynn, Foreman; Lovi Ter- 
williger, A. D. Marvin, Alvah Shay, Isaac 
Wright, George W. Terwilliger. 
Zach. Mas- 
ten and Patrick Walsh testified in regard to 
tbe circumstances attending the drowning. 
The jury found a verdict of accidental drown- 
ing. 
Deceased before his departure for New York 
on Monday last, as was his custom when trav­ 
eling, had taken from Johu R. Wiltsie & Son, 
of this city, a short term insurance policy on 
his life for three thousand dollars in tho Trav­ 
eler's Insurance Company, of Hartford, Con­ 
necticut. 
John Schooumakcr, Esq., went with the 
9:40 train to carry to the family of the de­ 
ceased the news of their sad bereavement. 


Another Temperance Meeting. 
At the temperance meeting held in the lec- 
ture-room of the Second Reformed Church on 
Wednesday evening, Gen. J. S. Smith was 
chosen Chairman and Col. C. D. Westbrook 
Secretary. There were six clergymen on the 
platform. Tbe meeting opened with a hymn 
by the choir. Rev. Mr. Barnnrn of Yonkers 
oflercd prayer. A report of tho Women’s 
Temperance Meeting, held in the afternoon, 
was presented, and the constitution adopted 
was read. 
Addresses were made by Rev. Dr. Van Sant- 
voord, Rev. Mr. Gorse, R»v. Mr. Westgate and 
Rev. Mr. Barnum. 
The following resolutions wore unanimously 
adopted: 
Whereas, The Sabbath, as a day set apart 
for religious worship by an express law of God 
enjoining its atrict and perpetual observance, 
is held sacred by the sentiment of the whole 
religious community; and 
Whereas, The excise laws grant to a cer­ 
tain specified clas3 of persons the privilege to 
sell intoxicating drinks, and deny the privi­ 
lege to all others under severe penalties; and 
Whereas, The Exciso Board have the abso­ 
lute power to grant or withhold licenses in all. 
cases whatsoever, and therefore are responsi­ 
ble for tho manner in which this authority is 
exercised; therefore 
Resolved, That we as citizens of Kingston 
protest against the desecration of the Sabbath 
by the sale of intoxicating beverages on this 
day, and demaud that the law prohibiting such 
sale be rigidly enforced. 
Resolved, That, as lovers of good order, of 
sound morals and the public welfare, we urg­ 
ently call upon the Excise Board to grant no 
licenses to sell such beverages to any person 
whatsoever, except such as apply in good 
faith for a license to keep an “ inn, tavern or 
hotel,” and showing that lie has the accommo­ 
dations necessary for au establishment of this 
kind, such as the law proscribes and de­ 
mands. 
Resolved, That as all persons who violate 
the excise laws are liable to arrest for such vi­ 
olations and would be arrested, if Sheriffs or 
their deputies, constables or policemen per­ 
formed the duty which they are sworn under 
penalties of fine aud imprisonment to perform, 
we earnestly demand of these officer» to per­ 
form said duty without fear or favor in every 
case of violation of said laws, according to 
the terms of tlieir solemn oaths. 
Resolved, That we respectfully ask of tho 
Board of Eicise co-operation with those who 
are sincerely desirous to relieve society from 
what is confessedly its greatest burden and 
bane, and by granting licenses to such only 
asgiveevider.ee of “ good moral character,” 
and help coniine the mighty evil of intemper­ 
ance to the narrowest possible limits. 


A Lons Record. 
Mr. Abram Wolven, of tho town of Sauger- 
ties, the father of Feter A. Wolven of Shokan, 
who died last fall, was quite a curiosity huut- 
er and had a variety of ancient articles among 
his possessions. "Among them were a complete 
set of almanacs from the year 1818 to 1873. 
In these the old gentlemen had marked every 
snow storm during that period, together with 
other noteworthy incidents. These old alma­ 
nacs are also interesting as literary curiosities, 
and among their contents are soveral lays of 
the once famous “Saugertie3 Bard.” These 
relic» are in possession of Mr. Wolven, who 
highly values them for their associations and 
interesting peculiarities.

LAWS OF NEW YORK.—By Authority. 
[Every law, unless a different time shall be pre­ 
scribed therein, shall commence and take effect 
throughout the State, on and not before the twen­ 
tieth day after the day of its final passage, as cer­ 
tified by the Secretary of State, Sec. 12, title 4. 
chap. 7, part 1, Revised Statutes.] 
CUAP. 138, 
AN ACT to Incorporate the fire department of the 
village of Saugerties. 
P assed April 8, 1874; three-fifths being present. 
The People of the State of New York, represented in 
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 
Section 1. All such persons as now are or here­ 
after may be engineers of the fire department of the 
village of Saugerties, or who may be members of 
any company, recognized by the board of directors 
of said village as belonging to the fire department 
thereof, are hereby constituted a body corporate 
and politic by the name of “ the fire department of 
the village of Saugerties,” and by that name shall 
have perpetual succession, and may sue and be 
sued in any court of competent jurisdiction, and 
they anil their successors, by said name, are au­ 
thorized to purchase or receive by gift or other­ 
wise (subject, however; to all provisions of law 
now existing relative to devises and bequests by 
last will and testament) hold and convey any real 
or personal property for the use of said corpora­ 
tion, not exceeding In value the sum of ten thous­ 
and dollars, and shall have and be entitled to all the 
rights and benefits conferred upon the fire depart­ 
ment of other villages by an act of March thirtieth, 
one thousand eight hundred and forty-nine, in re­ 
lation to insurance companies. 
i 2. The general business and objects ot said 
corporation shall be to accumulate a fund for the 
relief of indigent members of said fire department, 
disabled while actually doing duty as firemen, aD-d 
of snch persons as shall have become entitled to 
and have received their certificates of exem r tion 
as firemen, and of the families of all the afor esaid 
persons, which fund shall be appropriated aod used 
jn no other manner. 
5 3. The chief engineer and assistant engineers 
elected and to be elected by the fire department 
of said village under the sharter thereof, shall be 
ex-offlcio, and without any further election, trus­ 
tees of said corporation, and each of the companies 
belonging to said tire department shall, on the first 
Tuesday of May next, elect by ballot two of the 
acting members of such companies who shall also 
be trustees of said corporation, one of whom shall 
be elected for and shall hold his said office one 
year, and one shall hold hts office for two years 
and annually thereafter on said first Tuesday in 
May, the said companies shall elect each one 
trustee of said corporation, who shall hold his 
office for two years. In case any vacancy shall 
occur in the office of any of the trustees elected bv 
said companies, the same shall be filled at the next 
annual election for the unexplred or full term as 
the case may be. The chief engineer Bhall be pres­ 
ident of the board of trustees, and the assistant en­ 
gineers shall be vice-presidents thereof, 
in their 
absence the board shalb-designate some of their 
number to serve as president. 
The said board 
shall have power t* appoint a treasurer and clerk 
of said corporation. A majority of the trustees 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business, but the affirmative vote of at least two- 
thirds of all members composing the board shal’ 
be requisite in making any order for payment or 
authorizing the investment of any moneys, or the 
sale or transfer of any stock, securities or pror.ertv 
belonging to said corporation. The treasure r ami 
clerk shall respectively give such security tojT their 
fidelity and good conduct as the board of trustees 
may from time to time require. The board of trus­ 
tees as such shall not. directly or indirectly receive 
any pay or emolument for their services. 
5 4. The business of said corporation shall be 
managed by said board of trustees. 
They shall 
have power, from time to time, to make, alter and 
amend such by-laws, rules and regulations as thev 
shall deem proper for managing and conducting 
the affairs of said corporation, provided such rules 
and regulations are not repugnant to this act nor 
to the constitution and laws ot this State or the 
United States, 
55. This corporation shall be subject to tho pro­ 
visionsi of the eighteenth chapter of the first part 
of the Revised Statutes, so far as the same are ap­ 
plicable.

5 0. In addition to the exemptions now provided 
by law, the members ot this department, after 
completing a service of five years or over in the 
fire department of said village, shall be exempt 
from serving as Jurors In all courts of this Slate 
l,.!.nr,0a antl P®r,80nal property of this department 
shall be exempt from taxation. 
4 7. A certificate, signed by the chief engineer 
and foreman of the company to which any member 
of the department belongs, and tearing tne seal «f 
this corporation, declaring the term and time the 
said member has served as a fireman insakl viUane 
or that the tim e*f service of said member as re^ 
quired bv this act has been rally completed, shall 
oe sufficient to entitle him to all the privileges an 
exemptions secured to firemen of this department 
ity tins act. 
5 8. The funds of said corporation which shall 
arise from certificates, money paid by insurance 
companies in pursuance of law, donation!." o? ?he 
income of fruch funds, and all penalties and fines 
arising from violations ot any and all ordinances of 
the board of directors of said village for the\ r e ven- 
tion of fires, and which Unes and penalties when 
collected, shall be paid over forthwith to the trea£ 
urer of this corporation, shall be appropriated bv 
said trustees for the relief of indigent and disabled 
firemen, whether In actual service or who «hi.ii 
received certificates of exemption as firemen ÚSalí 
this act or their families, in such m n n e f ¿ shan 
be directed by said trustees. And if the tu n ,u nr 
said corporation shall at any time exceed the sum 
of ten thousond dollars, the excess over and above 
such sum may, by a two-thirds vote of all of sX i
